“SLOW COACH ES. 


_ The inefficiency of the mail service 
between Los Angeles and San Buena- 
ventura is most strikingly depicted by 
our Ventura correspondent in his letter 
printed elsewhere.” At present it ac- 
tually takes longer for the daily mail 
from this: point to reach San Buena- 
ventura than it requires for the San 
Francisco mail to reach the same 
point! This is not a creditable state 
of affairs, and the proper remedy 
should be applied. That consists, in 


our opinion, in increasing the service, 


on the coast line, now tri-weckly, to 
six or seven trips a week. ‘The stages 
on that line now go through in day- 
light, beating the mail via Newhall 
several hours, and carrying letters and 
papers a day later than by the other 
route, though that is a combination of 
stage and rail. 

We understand that a small increase 
of pay—less than two thousand doi- 
lars per year—will secure the desired 
increase, and that petitions for that 
object have been, or will be, circu- 
lated. They will be numerously signed 
by our neighbors to the westward, for 
they are greatly dissatisfied with the 
present service on the regular daily line 
via Newhall. We have been advised 
that Superintendent McKusick favors 
the proposed increase, and will forward 
to the Postoflice Department, with 
his favorable indorsement, any peti- 
tions which may be signed by citizens 
along the line or at either end of it.

The fruit and commission merchants of 
this city yesterday received notice from the 
railroad company that the rate on car-load 
lots of oranges to points on and east of 


the Missouri river was now fixed at $300, 
a reduction of $50 per car. While small 
favors are thankfully received, yet the re- 
duction is too small to be of any real ben- 
efit. The present rate is a tax of about 
$1.00 per box, and the fruit, even at the 
low prices now prevailing at the orchards, 
will not allow a margin of profit to the 
shipper. Dealers say that the fruit will 
not pay over seventy-five cents a box per 
car, and until that rate, or one approximat- 
ing {t, isestablished, there can be little pro- 
fitin tHe trade. Porter Bros., large com- 
mission men of Chicago, have sent word 
to Messrs. Woodhead & Gay not to ship 
them any more oranges until further or- 
ders, as they cannot handle them at pres- 
ent rates. They are quoted in job lots at 
$2.50 per box, and if $1.00 of that is paid 
for freight it doesn’t require much calcu- 
lation to show that there can be no profit 
in the transaction.

CELIS’S BODY BROUGHT IN. 


Mow the Accident Happene:i— 
neral Arrangements. 

The body of Deputy Sheriff Advifo Cclis 
was brought down on yesteiday moruinug’s 
train from San Fernando by Major Gard, 
and prepared for burial by Messrs, Ponet 
& Orr. The funeral will take place at 2 
o'clock to-day, the procession starting 
from Confidenve Engine House vo. 2, 
thence to the Plaza church,where iciigivus 
exercises Will be held, and thence to the 
cemetery. 

Mr. Gard gave the followimy additional 
particulars of the sad event: He aud Celis 
were on the front seat of the wagon, Celis 
driving, and the two each having guns. 
were shooting rabbits. Mr. Gard had a 
double-barreled siioigua and Celis hau 
his rifle. Guard was chaffing Celis about 
missing so many shots, as Celis hed just 
shot three times at a rabbit betore he 
killed it, and had got the game and started 
on again, he watching out on one side of the 
road and Gard on the other, and each sit- 
ting with their faces turned from each: 
other. Mr. Gard noticed Celis placing 2 
coat or blanket further back on the seat, 
it having slipped forward, and presently 
he heard the report of a gun. Looking 
around Celis still held the lines and still 
sat erect. (Gard asked if he wanted to 
make a widow of his wife, and asked 
him to bea little careful of his firing, 
supposing that it was one of Celis’s pis- 
tols that had been discharged. Celis did 
not reply, and they jogged along some 
thirty or forty yards when Celis fell back- 
ward, maki.ga gurgling sound with his 
throat, and it was discovered that he was 
dead. Then the situation was realized, 
and search was made for the wound. The 
rifle was not then in the wagon and was 
not missed at the time, Gard thinking all 
the time that the pistol had done the dam- 
age. The wound was at length found in 
the center of the breast just above the pit 
of the stomach, and back of the point of 
the left shoulder the ball passed out. The 
poor man never knew what struck, him so 
sudden was the death. The rifle was 
missed, and going back to the place where 
the explosion took place it was found lying 
in the road. It had been accidentally 
knocked out of the wagon, and in its fall 
the hammer struck a spoke of. the wheel 
which caused the discharge of the gun.
